RESIGNED FROM -MISSION 


Says Lansing Had Denounced 


League While in 


Paris 


WASHINGTON—President Wil- 


son's original proposition on the 
leaprue of nations, written on his 
own typewriter, was filed with the 
senate foreign relations committee 
today by William C. Bullitt, of 
Philadelphia, formcr:y attached to 
the American 
peace 
mission at 


Paris. The copy was presented to 
Bullitt by Col. House and bore the 
inscription by the latter "in appre- 
ciation of your help in the hour of 
need^" 


In'answer to a question by Sen- 


ator Knox, Buliitt said that in its 
final form the only proposal by the 
president that remained intact was 
article ten. 


Senator Kr.ox wanted to know if 


there was not n feeling of dissatis- 
faction at Paris at the way in which 
the American delegation's work was 
handled. 
"There was little 'contact between 


the top of the delegation and the 
experts," Bullitt replied. 


Bullitt testified before the senate 


foreign relations committee today 
that Secretary Lansing told him in 
Paris last May that if "the senate 
and the Amc-riran people knew what 
the treaty meant, it would be de- - 
fcated." 


"Mr. 
Lansing told me the day I 


resigned," the witness said, "that he 
was opposed to that part of the 
league covenant relating to a man- 
date for Armenia. Ke said he con- 
sidered the Shantung award and 
the league of nations bad—that the 
league would be" entirely useless; 
that the nations had arranged the 
world to suit themselves, and that 
England and Prance got what they 
wanted. 
"After saying he believed 
the 


senate would defeat the treaty if 
it realized its meaning, Mr. Lan- 
sing expressed the opinion that Sen- 
ator Knox really would understand 
the treaty, that Mr. Lodge would 
but that Mr. Lodge's position would 
become purely political." 


The commitee senators burst into 


a round of laughter and Bullitt said 
he begged to be excused from read- 
ing any more from _the memoran- 
dum of his conversations. 


Bullitt said he was sent to Russia 


by Secretary. Lansing in February 
to obtain from the soviet govern- 
ment a statement of exact terms on 
wlrich it would agree to stop fight- 
ing on all fronts. 


Before proceeding Bullitt said he 


risked Col. House a number of ques- 
tions bearing on the American po- 
sition and House told him, he said, 
that if the bolsheviki -were ready b 
stop fighting and declare an armis- 
tice the United States would ap- 
prove.

Bullitt was in Russia one week 


iind on his returr. to Paris sent a 
report to President Wilson. 


There was serious discussion ot 


conditions in Russia and the ques- 
tion of withdrawing trops, Buiutt 
testified, and it was because of this 
that he was directed to proceed to 
Petrograd. 
From Helsingfors 
Bulhtt 
sent 


confidential telegrams to the pres- 
ident, Secretary Lansing and Col. 
House, explaining conditions as h2 
found them, and saying Lenine and 
others associated with him realiz- 
ed the need of peace. They.were 
ready, he said, to pay their foreign 
. debts. Asked how this information 
was received by the American mis- 
sion, Bullitt said:

"Col. House wrote me a telegram 


of congratulation but because it was 
signed 'House and Mission' it was 
not sent. The colonel gave it to me 
when I got back to Paris.''

The Childr«n'i Bureau at Wash 


ington has-'published a-report of it* 
survey of maternity and infant care 
in two typical .rural counties in Wis- 
consin -(Marathon and Iowa), made 
by -Dr. Florence "Sherbon and Miss 
Elizabeth Moore..' The surrey was 
concerned "with the,: ^problem. of se- 
curing adequate medical «nd nurs- 
ing carp at confinement ; for .country 
mothers. In some .districts and, for 
many mother* such care was -found 
to be practically unattainable, either 
became of actual isplatjon or be- 
cause of the expense resulting from 
distance from physicians and" nurses

These 
nurses have since, by act of the 1919 
legislature, been -required for every 
county. Ths report also refers to 
the need of a' special division in the 
state board of health devoted to pro- 
motion of the health of children.

H. Morgan as director. 


Other desirable features -in the 


program are recommended, includ-

of intelligent mankind 'its deeper, 
fuller and brighter meaning. Ad- 
vancement of these principles means 
that to the degree that the bodies 
of men rtnd women are set free from 
over-burden, the spirit of men and 
women is also set free to make life 
more worth living. 


It was the great war that swept

bulwarks

.Germany and routed it and they want nothing of the kind in 
this country. The war department on Aug. 3 last, through .Sec- 
retary Baker, sent its proposed measure to Senator Wadsworth 
The four big features of that act are: 
' 


1. A standing army of 517,000 men, with several hundred 


thousand more always in active training. 


2. Conscription as a permanent policy. 
3. Universal military training, all youths of 19 being com- 


pulsorily instructed for war during a period of three months, 
and then placed upon the reserve list. 


4. Upon a declaration of war, the draft acts,of May 18, 


1917, 
and August 31, 1918, shall immediately becbme of full 


force and effect. 


This last provision means that, in case of war with Mexico 


or any other war, the conscription act of 1918 calling for the 
registration of men up to forty-five, would automatically be re- 
enacted.
